reached the French coast, nor have the 
allies frustrated their determination lo 
attain this goal. 


Nevertheless such scraps of re:iable 
infoi-mation as reach London are taken 
by British observers to indicate 
that 
the advantage at this stage rests with 
the allied troops. 
The German assent 
to this is, of course,' only negative in 
character and takes the shape of a con- 
fession of failure to achieve their ob- 
ject to break through the defense ct 
their op-ponents. 


That the reported lull in th« fighting 
in this region 
is only 
momentary 
is 
taken for granted but up to the present 
time no news of a renewal of the Ger- 
man offensive has come to hand. 


Both sides s e ^ to be endeavoring to I 
line up afresh, and account« from all 
soutces agree that the Germans are onTy

Today's War News 
G-iven in Summary.

silence. 
The only official word re- 
ceived by midday today was from 
the French, who again made inde- 
! finite claims to further progress. 


Ivot since the struggle along the 
North sea began a fortnight ago has 
Germany made a statement 
upon 
Y.hich may be based judgment as to 
the course of events. 
The best in- 
icrjnation available 
indicates that, 
notwithstanding their dauntless at- 
tacks and heavy sacrifices of life, the 
Germans are further from the coast 
than when the battle began. 


The one great factor upon which 
the allies build their hopes of an 
eventual triumph apparently is be- 
ginning to tell. 
It is the almost in- 
exhaustible supply of men that may 
be drawn from the vast reaches of 
the 
British 
and 
Russian 
empires, 
which are 
relied • upon in time to 
crush the Germans, by overwhelming 
numerical superiority. 
In the east 
this influence, seemingly, already is 
being felt and to it is ascribed the 
German reverse in Russian Poland. 


The secret of the Russian victory, 
writes a British cprrespondent, lies 
in the vastness of the Russian em- 
peror's army, which he estimates at 
eight million men. 
This enables the 
Russians to keep an immense reserve 
for every army, changing regiments 
frequently and 
never 
leaving the 
same men on 
the firing line long 
enough to become stale. 
Meanwhile 
the British who describe their forces 
now on the continent as merely an 
advance guard, are training at home 
an army of 1,500,000 men, of whom 
600,000 are from her, colonies. 


Today's French st'atement, while 
again optimistic in tone, gave little 
specific information. On the extreme 
western end of the battle line, where 
the fighting has been fiercest, there 
is "nothint^ new." 
London describes 
the lull of the last few days to the 
fact that the opposing armies havo 
bien utterly exhausted by incessant 
fighting day and night. 
There is no 
indication, hbwever, 
that Germany 
intends to abandon the fight for the 
nopsession of the North 
sea ctfast. 
Unofficial reports have it that rein- 
forcements are b-^ing poured in from 
every part 
along 
the battle line 
where they can be spared.'" 


To the south and east, along the 
battle line across France, successes 
are rej^ortcd by the French to tho 
south of Arras between the Aisne 
and the Argonne and in the forest of 
Apremont.

The German retirement from Poland

SINKS FRENCH AND 
RUSSIAN WARSHIPS 


Flies Jap Flag and Adds a 
Smokestack to Conceal 
Her Identity. 


Tokio, Oct. 29.—(11:00 a. m.)—Thé 


British embassy hears that the German 
cruiser Kmden, flying the .Japanese flag 
and disguised by tho addition of »fourth 
smokestack, entered Penang, a British 
possession in the straits 
settlements, 
and fired torpedoes which sank the Rus- 
sian cruiser Jemt^chug and • 
rrench 
destrover. 


The Eussian cruiser Jemtichug was a 
boat of about 3,000 tons and was laid 
down in 1902. 
Her main battery con- 
sisted of six 4.7-inch guns and she had' 
a speed of 24 knots. 
She carried a crew 
of 334 men. After the battle of the Sea 
of Japan during the Russian-Japanese 
wjir iu 190.5 the -Jemtichug was interned 
at Manila.

len county politics.

County Auditor Calvin H. Brown has 
supplied the following figures on the tax 
levy in Alien county and adds a de- 
tailed explanation 
showing why

vances have been made and the ex- 
cellent purposes to which the money 
has been devoted. 
Mr. Brown's state- 
ment follows:

The state benevolent institution fund, 
it was found, had not been sufficient to 
care for these divisions as they should 
be, for the institutions embrace the vari- 
ous insane hospitals. The reform school 
for boys, the reform school for girls, tho 
feeble-minded home, the tubercular hos- 
pital, 'the asylum for deaf and blind, 
prisons and other features. And there- 
fore the general assembly raised the 
levy from five to ten cents. 
But who 
thinks this 
was unjust? 
Must 
not 
these institutions be cared for? 
Every 
one knows that 
there is 
an 
appeal 
everywhere to take the best care of 
state institutions and this leaves no 
room for complaint. 


The 
state "educational 
institutional 
fund was raised from two and three- 
fourths to seven cents. We have several 
of these Institutions, the State univer- 
sity, the State normal, Purdue imiver- 
sity. Now it was found that for many 
years back these educational 
institu- 
tions were hampered ^or funds and the 
general assembly after making examina- 
tions had the good sense and courage to 
render the necessary aid. 


Then the state vocational common 
school fund of one cent.

of anyone making complaint about it ? 
Are we not intelligent enough to know 
that it pays to study the scientifif- side 
of any calling?

the French, who again made inde- 
finite claims to further progress. 


Not since the struggle along the 


North sea began a fortnight ago has 
Germany made a statement upon 
which may be based judgment as to 
tho course of events. 
The best in- 


formation available 
indicates that 


notwithstanding their dauntless at' 
tacks and heavy sacrifices of life, th-_ 
Germans arc further from the coast 
lhan when the battle began. 


The one great factor upon which 


the allies build their hopes of an 
eventual triumph apparently is be 
ginning to tell. It is the almost in 
exhaustible supply of men that may 
be drawn from the vast reaches ol 
the British and Russian empires 
which are 
relied 
upon in time to 


crush the Germans, by overwhelming 
numerical superiority. 
In the east 


this influence, seemingly, already is 
b?ing felt and to it is ascribed the 
German reverse in Russian Poland. 


The secret of the Russian victory 


writes a British correspondent, liet 
in the vastness of the Russian em- 
peror's army, which he estimates at 
eight million men. This enables the 
Russians to keep an immense reserve 
for every army, changing'regiments 
frequently and 
never 
leaving the 


same men on 
the firing line long 


enough to become stale. Meanwhile 
the British who describe their forces 
now on the continent as merely an 
advance guard, are training at home 
an army of 1,500,000 men, of whom 
60n,ooo are from her colonies. 


Today's French statement, while 


again optimistic in tone, gave little 
specific information. On the extreme 
western end of the battle line, where 
the fighting has been fiercest, there 
is "nothing new." 
London describes 


the lull of the last few days to the 
fact that the opposing armies have 
b?en utterly exhausted by incessant 
fighting day and night. There is no 
indication, however, 
that Germany 


intends to abandon the fight for the 
possession of the North 
sea coast. 


Unofficial reports have it that rein-

where they can be spared. 


To .the south and east, along the 


battle line across France, successes 
are reported by the French to this 
south of Arras between the Aisne 
and the Argonne and in the forest of 
Apremont.

Fol- 
lowing tlie examination Dr. Mollan had 
each farmer present disinfect his shoes 
with a wash prepared. This was dono 
to prevent carrying disease germs to 
farms where there is no cholera.

trated lectures throughout the county 
on disease prevention.
